Large Decrease in Number of
Boys and Girls of Tender
Years Engaged in Indus-
trial Pursuita

LAW CONSERVES HEALTH

How Child Labor Law
Has Aftected Philadelphia

Boys and girls stay in school until
they can read and write.

A tremendous decreass In child labor has
restiited in thin ety from the enactment
of the Cox child Iabor law, which restricts
the employment of Juvenilen. The first
definite Indleation of the effécts of the law
wian obtalned today whean a report was
completed by the Burean of Compulsory
Education showing that since January 1,
when the aet bacame operative, only 1648
boys and girle have obtalned certificntes
antitling them to begin work

In the corresponding months of 1015
mote than 5000 children recelved such eer-
tifeates. In addition to the 15431 minora
who obtalned working papers thers were
many hundreds who applled unsuccessfully,
the authoritles having refused to grant the
eortificates because the applicants had not
renched the eixth grade In the elementary
nchoola.

Before the law went Into effect any pu-
pll could ebtaln a certificats If ha maorely
proved that he was past the age of 14 and
could rend and write the English language.
Under the present provislons the applicants
must show that they have attained a cer.
tain graded standing In the schools. They
muat, In nddition, underge a medlcal exami-
nation to determine whether or not they
are physieally able to enter the industries.

Only three children weoere refused work-
Ing papers absolutaly because of bodlly de-
fects, but hundreds were refused certifl-
cates upon first applleation and obtained
them later, when thelr health was im-
proved. Many youngeters whose only dif-
culty wan pore eyes weres obliged to obtnin
eyeglasson, nnd when they met with thik
requirement weare permitted to necept em-
ployment.

According to Jamea M, 'Willcox, the clerk
at the Bureau of Compulsory JFducation,
who lasues the certificates, lliterncy In vir-
tually disappenring among children In
Philadelphin becauss of the requirements
of the new law
When the act first became effective large
numbers of hoya and girls who could neither
read nor write sought working papers. Ree
fusnls to children who could not pass the
literacy .test were so numerous that such
youngsters less than 16 years old wsoon
foung It useless to ask for such cortificates.
“The result has simply been,” sald Mr,
Willeox, “that these children see the neces-
uity of staying in achool until they have
a roasonable education. They know the
law, and that no exceptions are made In
Its enforcement and that It pays In dollars
and cents to learn.'

Henry J. Gldeon, chlef of tha Bureau of
Compulsory Eduecation, declared today that
the manufncturing Interests are co-operut-
ing with the school authoritiea in enforeing
the law, rather than placing handicaps in
the way.

“The chlld labor net has thus far proved
an undoubted success,” he sald, “1 see how
it 1a benefiting thousands of children, and
In only & fow pecullar and exceptional
cases have I seen It work uny hardship,
It seems that prosperity (8 so general that
the average famlly doesn't need the two or
three dollars that the child worker can
add to the household Income.”

Aleo-
hol ia n pretly expensive luxury when you
figure up all the eost. Yot we are stil]
voting upon the questien of llcense, s
thoygh our children were so many little
antmals whose lves concerned us only In
n material way.

No man s wholly sane. Thore is a little
otreak of Insanity In everybody. Thare Ia
no clear-cut dividing line betwean the sane
and the Ingane, correctly speaking, Of
course, the law draws an arbltrary line,
which no physician ean nccept, unless hired
and pald to testify as an expert

The only peopla who cast the first stone
nre those who dwell In houses of glass,
They cast a stone, and presently their own
house tumbles about thelr ears, and we
hear no more of them.
